The Loss In the City Will Ilcneh OT«r a 
Quarter of a Million Hollars— One More 
Death Increases the Number to Eleven. 
The Homeless liclng Cared for by Their 
More Fortunate Neighbors — Reports 
Coming In From the Country Devastated 
by the Wind. 

Baton Roche, La., July 8.— The rain 
that came with the cyclone Monday is 
still pouring down. There is in t in- 
whole country no gloomier city today 
than is Baton Rouge. A pathway WO 
yards wide across the town is Uttered 
with the wreck of houses, etc., thtt 
were blown down. Many people are 
homeless, but are being cared for by 
their more fortunate neighbors. Th*» 
fact that the rain continues adds niuch 
to the damage, as in those houses that 
were simply unroofed the furniture is 
almost runined. The buildings left 
standing at the penitentiary are all more 
or less wrecked, the only one not un- 
roofed being the old machinery hall, in 
which the wounded were placed. 

John Fahey, of St. Landry, died at an 
early hour, making the eleventh victim. 
He had been horribly mangled. Two 
more of the injured convicts will prolv- 
ahly die within the next few hours and 
four others are in a critical condition. 
Surgeons are doiiitr noble work, not hav- 
ing left the wounded since the accident. 
The best of order prevails among the 
convicts. 

The tug Smoky City, which was 
caught in the storm about a mile from 
the city, passed up yesterday in tow to 
Pittsburg. At the time of the accident 
she had in tow six empties bound up the 
river. Captain T. C. McClure said that 
he had on board at the time a crew of 
forty-two. A dozen or more were badly 
injured and not a man escaped without 
bruises. A negro was blown overboard 
and drowned. A deck hand who was 
severely hurt was sent by train to New 
Orleans. The captain estimates his loss 
at *10,000, on which there is no insur- 
ance. 

The loss to property in the citv will 
amount to fully $250,000. There "is but 
one storm insurance policy on any of it 
and that amounts to but little. 

Reports from the country state that 
for fourteen or fifteen miles across the 
river a swath fully 200 vards in width 
was cut. Not a stalk of corn, a bit of 
fence or a building in the path of the 
storm remains standing. 

AMERICAN HEBREWS. 

Action Taken to Secure Employment for 
llusnian Israelites. 

Baltimore, July 8.— At the council of 
the union of American Hebrew congre- 
gations which met here yesterday, a res- 
olution was introduced which requests 
that action be taken looking to co-opera- 
tion with the trustees of the Baron 
DeHirsch fund in aiding Russion Israel- 
ites in securing employment, and to 
make them self-supporting. The res 
olution was referred to a committee. 

The following cablegram was sent to 
Baron Hirsch: "The Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew congregations in session ex- 
press to you their great pride that you 
have set such a noble example of bread 
hamanitariauism to all the world. As 
American citizens we feel that vou have 
interpreted aright the motto of Judaism 
'My country is the world, my country 
men, mankind.' May your life lie as 
long and happy as it has been useful." 

It was decided to hold the next coun 
til in Washington. 

THE S TEAMER ITATA. 

■M Will be Libeled at Once by Orders of 
the Attorney General. 

Washington. July 8. — United States 
Marshal Card, at San Diego. Cal., Tues- 
day telegraped the department of justice 
asking instructions as to what course he 
should pursue in taking posse- sion of the 
Chilian insurgent steamer Itata. 

Acting Attorney General Maury in 
answer to Marshal Gard'a telegram, in- 
structed by wire United States Attorney 
Cole to libel the vessel at once and by 
due process turn her over to the United 
States marshal. 

By arrangement with the navy de- 
partment in whose custody the Itata 
now ri, the transfer of the Itata to the 
jurisdiction of the department will be 
made ot ouce. 

Wholrxule Lynching V.x perteil. 

Si'KiNOi-'it:i.D. O., July H. — A wholesale 
lynching is expected at Long Run, this 
county, where a bloody right took place 
Monday between a gang of Hungarians 
and the authorities. The trouble grew 
out of a Fourth of July celebration be- 
tween the negro and Hungarian miners, 
and as a result, "Sport" Cary is dead 
and Wilson Cary and Mrs. Johnson are 
fatally injured. Fifteen of the Hungar- 
ian rioters have been captured, and if 
not lynched will be brou ght here. 

Canada's Largest Ship. 

Halifax, N. 8., July 8.— The ship 
Canada, the largest vessel ever built in 
Canada, was launched at Bingsport, 
yesterday. She is 175 feet long over all, 
45 feet beam, 37 feet depth of hold, 2,400 
tons net, mm her cost was $100,000. 
She was built and is owned by C. R. 
Burgess, of Wolfville and Kingsport, 
and by Boston and New York parties. 
She is chartered to loud deals from St. 
John for L iverpool. 

Canton, O.. July 8. —A gang of 
tramps attacked Jacob Kropn, a farmer, 
who was trying to chase them off his 
farm. He was terribly beaten with 
stones and clubs and is in. a critical con- 
dition.

DEED OF A D-S PE.^ADO. 

Tragedy Itesultin^ IM i..e Death of Two

San Francisco, July 8. — A tragedy 
resulting in the death of two men anc 
the wounding of a policeman occurred 
here yesterday. A year ago Moriano 
Soto, a wood chopper, and one of th 
most desperate characters hi tbe stat* 
cut and fearfully wounded his wife anr 
fled to parts unknown. The woman re 
OOT0N 1 and opened a boarding house 
Her lodgers were Mexicans and mostly 
wood chopjters. Yesterday Soto re 
turned to the city and called at the 
house. His wife saw him in time to 
escape through the back door. 

Soto entered the rear of the house 
where he saw a Mexican in a room and 
fired a shot at him, but without effect 
The Mexican escaped by a window 
Soto then went to another room in tht: 
front of the house, apparently lookin 
for his wife with the smoking pistol in 
his hand. A lodger named Nicholas 
Smith was in the room holding the 
door. Soto fired through the door shoot 
ing Smith through the heart. The 
desperado then started down the street 
with a pistol in each hand. 

Officer! Edwards and Monahan started 
after the murderer. When within half 
a block of him he opened tire on the of 
ficers. After many shots had been ex 
changed Soto ran into a small thattt] 
bolted the door and crawled under t 
bed. ( officer Edwards exhausted his am 
munition by this time, and was wounded 
in the arm. He secured a rifle from 
house near by, and shot through the door 
of the shanty and under the bed. Soto 
returned the tire for some time, but tin 
ally shouted that he would surrender. 
He was dragged from under the bed and 
found to be riddled with bnll/s. He 
died in a few minutes. The officer's in 
jury is not severe.

1.200 men against BOO natives, but were 
defeated in spite of the great odds 
with heavy loss. At the second visit of 
the Morning Star the natives were found 
at peace.

KAKSAf! City, July 8. —Dispatches 
from various' parti of the eastern half of 
Kansas and all of northwestern Mis- 
souri state that heavy rains prevailed 
yester l-.y considerably damaging wheat 
in shock. The heavy fall of rain has 
caused the Missouri river to rise again 
to the flood stage. The water in the 
river now stands seven inches above the 
high w.-iter mark, having risen eight 
inehc:j during the past twenty-four 
hours. The river had just receded far 
enough to allow the people who had 
been driven from their homes in the 
bottoms to resume their residence there. 
If the water rises a few inches more 
thev will again be compelled to abandon 
their homes. 



Wheat Injured by llitin. 

Ami. ink, July 8.— A heavy rain, ac- 
companied by much electricity, poured 
down all last night.

Lap Animas, July 8.— A severe rain 
and hail storm visited the western part 
of Bent and the eastern part of Uteri, 
county last evening, damaging the 
growing crops to the amount of about 
$20,000. 

RAVE NNA WR ECK. 

The Freight Train Wan liu i; on the 

Time of the Kxpre**. 

Ravenna, O.. July 8.— The coroner's 
inquest investigating the recent TErie 
wreck was continued yesterday. S. C. 
Arnold, of Kent, testified that the 
freight train left Kent almost immedi- 
ately after the passenger train had 
pulled out, and that when the freight 
was under way the express was not 
more than 200 feet ahead of it. The 
speed recorder on the freight loco- 
motive showed that the train ran the 
first tiiree miles at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, the fourth twenty-eight 
miles and the fifth and sixth at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour. When the 
collision occurred it was going twenty 
miles an hour. 

Barney Dyer, watchman at a crossing 
about three miles west of the wreck, 
swore that when the freight panned him 
the express was not more than a mile 
away. This testimony, it is said, shows 
that the freight had encroached ut least 
three minutes on the time of the ex- 
press, which was running late with a 
heavy train. The freight had orders to 
run thirty miles an hour, five miles 
faster than schedule time. 

The testimony also to a large extent 
exhonerates Flagman Boynton, as it 
shows he had not sufficient time to flag 
the freight far enough behind to stop it. 

The story that a dozen passengers of 
the ill-fated train are missing is emphat- 
icall denied by Conductor Boynton.

The farmers' organizations 
now apparently feel in a position to 
make demands calculated to yield pe- 
cuniary profits to the agricultural 
das-.es. and they propose to begin with 
a gigantic combination in wheat.

The New Debt. 

The pension list of the United States 
on the aist of May contained (U50,.I!U 
names. This exceeds by I .£,000 the 
peace establishment of the German 
Army. 

The cost of the pension list for this year 
will be $1M,000.000. This exceeds by 
nearly $50,000,000 the cost of the great 
standing army of ( lermany. 

The pension disbursements on this 
basis represents a public debt of over four 
tiwuMnd mitliovji of dollar* at .'1 per cent. 
The highest point ever reached by the 
bonded war debt was only two thousand 
seven hundred millions. 

After twenty-live vears of debt-paying 
unexampled in the history of nations, 
the Cnited States are now burdened with 
$17,000,000 more annually for interest on 
the war debt and for pensions than they 
were 186fl.-New York World. 



Skiffs Must Carry Lights at Night. 

The Inspector for this district has 
issued the follow ing : " Rule 12, of Mo- 
tion 4,2:t:t of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, provides that coal boats, 
trading boats, produce boats, canal boats, 
oyster .boats fishing boats, raft or other 
w ater craft navigating any bay, harbor or 
river, by hand power, horse power, sail, 
or by the current of the river, or which 
shall be anchored or moored in or near 
the channel or fairway of any bay, har- 
bor, or river, shall carry one of more 
good white lights, which shall be placed 
in such manner as shall be prescribed by 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels. 

" In compliance with the provisions of 
Rule 12, of Section 4,233, of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, the Board 
of Supervising Inspectors of Steam ves- 
sels has provided by the enactment of a 
rule that rowboats (or skiffs) employed 
at or during the night time, shall carry 
one white light two feet above the stem 
(or bow). 

"Therefore, any person engaged in 
rowing any skiff or rowboat, engaged in 
any navigable waters during the night 
time without having such skiff or row 
boat provided with the light required by 
law, is guilty of a violation of the law, 
and liable to prosecution in the U. 8. 
Courts." ^ 

Church of the Nativity. 

Bishop Dudley in his address before 
the late Convention of Diocese at Paducah 
made the following allusion to his recent 
visit to Maysville and to the improve- 
ments in the church : 

"On the third Sunday after Easter I had 
the great pleasure of ministering in the 
Church of the Nativity, Maysville, which 
had been so entirely changed and so 
gloriously improved that I could hardly 
recognize it as the old building in which 
for so many years we had worshiped. I 
marveled, and I still marvel how such 
beautiful results could have been accom- 
plished with so small an outlay. But I 
recognize that the intelligent superinten- 
dence of the Rector and his untiring at- 
tention to the working out of his plan in 
its most minute detail are to be counted 
as large additional expenditure. And so 
1 thank him for what he gave of inspira- 
tion and of guidance, which made the 
improvement a possibility and glorious 
success."

It is Again Becoming a Danger- 
ous Volcano. 

GREAT ERUPTION IMPENDING. 



Villager* on the Slope Already Abandon- 
ing Their Home* and Fleeing for Safety. 
Earthquake Shock* Felt In Several Part* 
of Italy — Other Foreign New*. 

London, July 8. — A dispatch from 
Rome says that the villagers in the elope 
of Mount Vesuvius are abondoning 
their homes and their vineyards, (iMltafl 
that one of the greatest eruptions in the 
history of the mountain is impending. 
The earthquake shocks that have always 
preceded destructive outburst* of the 
volcano in the past have been felt in 
several parts of Italy, and of late in 
close promimity to the mountain. The 
authorities of Naples are keeping a close 
watch for signs of increasing danger, 
and visitors are warned not to approach 
too near to the crater, and to avoid the 
path of the lava. 

Since the death of a Brazilian journal- 
ist a few days ago, by falling into the 
crater, several travelers have shown a 
morbid desire to gaze into the pit of 
molten lava in which the unfortnnate 
man disappeared. In such cases, should 
another fatal accident occur the guide, 
the prefect of police has stated, will be 
prosecuted. It is the opinion of' Italian 
scientists that the earthquakes afflicting 
the peninsula will increase in violence 
until Vesuvius breaks out in a serious 
eruption, and that then the earthquake 
visitations will for the p resent subside. 

Royal Banquet. 

London, July 8. — There was a mag- 
nificent state banquet in honor of the 
kaiser and kaiserin in St. George's h; 'L 
Windsor, yesterday evening. All t e 
members of the English and Gennt.n 
royal families in England were prese< ., 
including the queen, the kaiser and 
kaiserin, the Prince of Wales and the 
various princes excepting, of course, the 
young children. Toe leading embassa- 
dors were also present, including Cotint 
Hatsfeldt, the German and the Russian 
embassador, the Duke and Duchess of 
Portland, Lord Salisbury and Lord 
Kimberly. The guests sat at a table ISO 
feet long, whereupon were displayed 
gold eandelabras and the royal plate 
valued at £1,800,000. 

Germany Oppimnl to Monopolies.

SUFFERING SAILORS. 

#n« Hundred and Four Day* on a I) 
late Island. 

Nkw York, July 8.— A dispatch from 
Auckland, New Zealand, report* that 
the bark Compadre, bound from Calcutta 
for Chili, caught fire at sva. Alter an 
ineffectual effort to subdue the flames 
the captain steered his course for Bluff 
Harbor, a Beaport of the province of 
Otaga, New Zealand. 

He had succeed in bringing his burn- 
ing vessel to the month of the harbor, 
when a tremendous hurricane overtook 
her. The exhausted crew spent their 
last energies in attempting to keep down 
the raging fire and at the same time 
force the unfortunate bark to face the 
tremendous winds and seas which beat 
upon and rushed over her. All was of 
no avail. After a deajierate struggle 
with the opposing elements the Com- 
padre became water-logged and was 
driven with fearful force upon the rocks 
of the desolate and uninhabited Auck- 
land island. 

t After increditable suffering the crew 
of the bark succeeded in swimming 
ashore. Here the miserable men were 
forced to spend 103 days and nights, suf- 
fering the extreme wretchedness of ex- 
posure and starvation. On the 104th day of 
their being cast away their distress signals 
were oliserved by a passing sailing ves- 
sel and the sorely tried sailors were 
taken off in safety, but in a distressing 
condition of weakness and emaciation. 
During their enforced stay on the island, 
one of their numl>er wandered into the 
bush and was never heard of again. It 
is supposed the suffering drove the man 
mad. 

Inquirle* Abont the Charteaton Wreck. 

Charleston, W. Va., July 8.— All 
the injured in Saturday's wreck are still 
living, and most of them improving. 
Mrs. Traslow. of this city, and William 
Ford, of Elk City, the two whose condi- 
tions are most critical, particularly that 
of the latter. The grand jury is in ses- 
sion, and they were particularly charged 
by Judge Snyder to inquire into the 
cause of the wreck, and in case criminal 
negligence was found, to return indict- 
ments.

He devot- 
ed the balance of has life and fortune to 
finding Woosley and succeeded in locat- 
ing him last week, thus proving his in- 
nocence. He will now sue Woosley for 
$20,000 damages for not discovering 
himself when he knew of the search.
